There is another rea.son why others will not receive their papers wh-) ;:; i.' i.nl it arrears 
nine months or at all. It is because we have adopted the stop-when-out system which is the 0 
only successful way to conduct a newspaper like U>e Crittenden Reeor^Press. We have no 0 
way of knowing who wants t!ie pa:)er sent on and who wants it stopped utihss the per;~on 0 
wanting renews before his ti»io is out. It frequently happens that a suhscril.er who takes Q 
the paper for a year, pays for it and does not want it again. Is annoyed by the paper Iwing Q 
sent on and later followed by a dun. We have numerous requests from subscribers to be sure •* 
and stop their i)aiier when out unless they ronew. Otliers tell 'is to keep on Fcndinjr it. It is *» 
simply impossiliie for us to remember what each- subscriber told us or to keep a set ol" books 
along that line. The result is confusion and frequently hard feeling. ^ 

So we have adopted the RULE to STOP the paper when the time is out. A subscriber v 

i.uys a dollar v.orth of the Crittenden Record-Press and we shall send Wm a dollar's worth, 
If he uidors a doliai 's wnth cf sugar from his grocer, the grocer will not send him another 
dollar's worth without unollier order.

We all know 
how the jailer and the sheriff 
I'ely f(^r approval, for ai)preci.it- 
ion ar.d foi' advice upon their 
circuit judge. Is it possible for 
the judge to more thoroughly in- 
still into his i»eople- and particul- 
arly into those officers, the dis- 
grace and the shame that cemes 
upon all where the mob has tak- 
en a prisoner from the offidersof 
the law and executed him? tt 
may be so. Mobs must be pre- 
vented: it seems almost impossi- 
ble to i)unish them
